Chairman Retires 

Lloyd G. McKenzie, Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the University since 
1971, this week retired from the Board 
after 19 years of service to the University 
and Victoria College. 

He has served three full three-year terms 
with the University Board, which is the 
limit allowed for an individual under the 
terms of the Universities Act. His term 
expires October 31. 

He was first appointed to the Victoria 
College Council by the provincial govern¬ 
ment in 1953, and continued as a member 
of the Board of Governors when the insti¬ 
tution attained university status in 1963. 

The University Board, at its October 
meeting this week, elected a native Victor¬ 
ian, David Angus as its new chairman. 

The new chairman has served on the 
Board for two years. He is president of R. 
Angus Limited, automotive supplies.

Computer Link 

Time sharing services now in use at the 
University of Victoria are proving an effec¬ 
tive tutorial tool, says Peter Darling, Man¬ 
ager of Computing Services. 

He says UVic is now offering "a sophis¬ 
ticated computational system supported 
by Simon Fraser University and CAI 
(Computer Assisted Instruction) plus a 
wide range of computational and other 
services from U.B.C. "Our sister universi¬ 
ties are supporting academic programs on 
our campus through use of their already 
established time sharing systems". 

He says major users will be senior year 
course students and faculty members en¬ 
gaged in research projects in the Depart¬ 
ments of Anthropology and Sociology, 
Psychology, Mathematics and Education. 
Additional terminals will be installed 
shortly to extend services to other depart¬ 
ments. 

Mr. Darling says that although the ser¬ 
vice is still quite new to UVic, the terminals 
are being used extensively from early 
morning to late evening. 

To use the system, a student dials the 
computer telephone number, receives a 
high pitched whistle signalling the com¬ 
puter is ready, then proceeds to type 
messages which travel over B.C. telephone 
lines to the computer. Response is instan¬ 
taneous, providing direct answers or identi¬ 
fying mistakes and prompting the student 
to repeat work correctly. 

In recent years faculty members who 
have pioneered in use of low speed termi¬ 
nals on campus included Dr. Bob Odeh of 
the Mathematics Department, Dr. Lyle 
Robertson and others in the TRIUMF 
project and Dr. Walter Muir of the Faculty 
of Education. 

Mr. Darling says they used computing 
services at U.B.C., IBM Toronto, and 
Simon Fraser University. The major thrust 
into the time sharing era came with Dr. 
Stan Clark's introduction of the time shar¬ 
ing services to support Computing Science 
on campus. 















“It is hoped that in the not too distant 
future UVic will be able to support a full 
range of low speed terminal services on our 
own computing system", Mr. Darling said. 

Speech-Hearing 
Study 

A grant of $23,300 has been awarded to 
Dr. Beverly Timmons, Education, for the 
study of physiological factors relating to 
stuttering. 

Dr. Timmons said that the grant from 
The Spencer Foundation of Chicago, III. 
will be used primarily for the purchase of 
equipment and salaries of assistants, as 
needed, over the first year of study. 

In her study of "Oscillographic and 
physiological measurement of delayed 
auditory feedback and anxiety factors in 
stutterers and non-stutterers". Dr. 
Timmons will be primarily concerned with 
the measurement of "the rates of internal 
and external passage of sound from the 
larynx to the ear". 

These measurement results will then be 
related to the speech patterns of both 
stutterers and non-stutterers, and to their 
reactions to artificially produced delayed 
auditory feedback. 

Dr. Timmons also noted the equipment 
to be purchased and used for this program 
will have continuing value in the study of 
speech and hearing. 

Workshops Held 

Workshops presenting factors relating to 
brain disfunctions and learning disorders 
were conducted in three locales by UVic 
psychologist and a neurologist. 

In October, Dr. W.H. Gaddes (Psycholo¬ 
gy) and Dr. R.M. Peet conducted the work¬ 
shops for medical personnel and teachers 
at Prince Rupert, Prince George and Ft. St. 
John. 

The project was sponsored by the 
British Columbia Medical Association and 
underwritten by the Vancouver Founda¬ 
tion. 

A $3,900 grant to Dr. Gaddes will be 
used for study of brain injuries and their 
effects. 

Formerly head of the Psychology 
Department, but now devoting full time to 
teaching and research, Dr. Gaddes said the 
Kinsmen Rehabilitation Foundation of 
British Columbia grant will be used for 
study of brain injured adults and children. 


The work will be carried on in the labs of 
both the university's Psychology Depart¬ 
ment and Royal Jubilee Hospital, on a free 
outpatient basis. 

The study is part of the neuro-psycholo- 
gical research project in the Psychology 
Department. 

Media Conference 

Film and its use in education was the 
featured study at the 1972 Conference of 
the B.C. Screen Studies Association, held 
October 20-22 on campus. 

Delegates from colleges and school dis¬ 
tricts across the province were welcomed 
to the opening session at the Faculty Club 
by Association President, Geoffrey Potter, 
who was re-elected for a second term. 

Guest speakers included Don Arioli, 
Montreal film-maker; Terry Ryan of the 
National Film Board, Montreal; Bruce 
Pilgrim, N.F.B. Pacific Region director; 
William Nemtin, Executive Director of 
Metro Media, Vancouver and Donald 
Hamilton, Chairman of the Canadian 
School Libraries Association. 


Spectro¬ 

photometer 

A National Research Council Equipment 
grant of more than $30,000 has been 
received for the purchase and installation 
of an "advanced spectrophotometer" in 
Chemistry. 

The Cary instrument, now being in¬ 
stalled, is capable of highly sophisticated 
chemical analysis by means of ultraviolet, 
visible and near infrared light. The instru¬ 
ment, incorporating digital scanning, solid 
state electronics with coupled scan and 
chart drive, will enable researchers to 
achieve high resolution on a wide-range of 
investigations. The determination of 
chemicals in water, biological fluids and 
living matter will be studied. 

Water Science 

Dr. R.N. O'Brien, Chemistry, recently 
collaborated with 3 sea-water scientists 
from the Berkley campus of the University 
of California, in presenting a paper on laser 
interferometry.

Establishment of a graduate school of 
Public Administration was announced 
jointly, Friday, by President Hugh E. 
Farquhar and Chancellor Roderick L.

President Farquhar said the new degree 
course, approved by both the Senate and 
the Board of Governors, will be the "first 
of a number of new and exciting pro¬ 
grams" to be established at this University. 

Dr. Haig-Brown, making his last formal 
appearance as Chancellor, said the new 
course is "to be brought into operation not 
later than September 1974". 

Diplomas were presented to 25 students 
who had successfully completed the pre¬ 
sent course in Public Administration. 
They, along with 385 student recipients of 
awards and their donors were honored at 
the Assembly and the reception which 
followed. 

Landscaping

Terms of the grant specify it is to be 
used for landscaping the area mainly with 
plants which will ensure "a teaching re¬ 
source aspect" for the Department of Bio¬ 
logy.
